We  have  no  particular  objection  to  the  vacation  of  the  above  described  alley, 
provided  however,  a 14  foot  utility  easement  is  retained.  From  the  field  in- 
spection, it  was  determined  that  all  of  the  lots  adjacent  to  the  alley  proposed 
for  vacation  do  have  side  drives  or  are  sufficient  in  width  to  permit  a side 
drive,  and  as  such,  there  would  be  no  need  for  an  access  to  the  rear  of  the 
lots.
